Claim Rejections - 35 USC§ 112 
1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 
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2. Claims 1-1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

The claims are replete with indefinite language too numerous to mention specifically, and should 
be revised carefully. For example only, the phrases "paper.", "sleeves.", "thereof." in claim 1 are 
incomplete and indefinite. Applicant is requested to review the claims in the cited patents. The 
phrase "15 point" in claims 1 and 2 is incomplete and indefinite. The phrases "adhering tables" 
and "cutout windows" in claim 1 lack proper antecedent basis. The applicant is required to make 
corrections to the claims wherever appropriate in order to clarify same. If applicant continues to 
prosecute the application, revision of the specification and claims to present the application in 
proper form is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claims 1-4 and 6-1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Golden et al. (6,938,759; hereinafter Golden759) in view of Combs (6,571,945). To the extent 
that the Examiner can determine the scope of the claims, Golden f 759 disclsoes a folio-3 CD 
holder (10) comprising three CD containing sleeves (12) formed from a unitary rectangular sheet 
of paper and folded horizontally (30, 38) to form three individual sleeves and each sleeve

separated from the other sleeve by a vertical spine (16). The holder including view panels (20, 
18) and a central section (32). Golden759 also discloses the other limitations of the claims 
except for the holder being sealed within a clear plastic bag. 

Combs teaches a holder (10) for holding CD sealed within the clear plastic bag (12, 14). It 
would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art in view of Combs to modify the 
holder of Golden759 so the holder is heat sealed within a clear plastic bag for better protecting 
the CD during storage and/or shipping. The holder of Golden759 is capable of receiving label or 
identifying information. 

5. Claim 5 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over the references as 
applied to claim 1 above, and further in view of Laarman (6,942,092). The holder of Golden759 
as modified further fail to show the view panel comprises four thumb tabs. Laarman shows a 
holder having at least one thumb tab (144) to facilitate removing an article within the holder 
(Figure 2B). It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art in view of 
Laarman to modify the holder of Golden759 as modified so the view panel includes at least one 
thumb tab or four thumb tab to provide more convenience for the users to remove CD from the 
holder.
